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Notice to pastors and Churches of God 
in West Virginia: 

The matter of the purchase of a site 
for camp grounds, upon which a taber- 
nacle for camp meetings and state con- 
ventions is to be erected, was discussed 
in our ministers’ meeting held at Beck- 
ley, April 3-5. A committee has been ap- 
pointed to look after this business who 
will report their progress to the State 
Convention. It has been suggested by 
some that cabins may be erected by per- 
sons desiring to do so, also that small 
homes might be built later for the pur- 
pose of caring for disabled and retiring 
ministers. Others have mentioned a ceme- 
tery where our Church of God people 
could be buried (without paying exorbi- 
tant prices as charged by many city cem- 
eteries), who may chance to care to be 
buried in a Church of God family grave- 
yard. All these ideas I think are especial- 
ly good and well suggested for the best 
interest of our people. This will necessi- 
tate the purchase of several acres of land. 


ASSESSMENT 


The ministers present voted an assess- 
ment of $2.00 for each minister who is 
now serving as pastor of any church 
within the state, and that he raise an 
amount equal to 25c per member for 
each member of his congregation, also 
that full time evangelists be assessed 
$25.00 to be applied on this fund. Min- 
isters and exhorters who are not giving 
full time to the gospel are also assessed 
$2.00. All the above assessments are to 
be paid before July Ist. 

Some of the churches and ministers 
have and are already paying their assess- 
ment. The result is we already have a 
nice piece of cash on hand. Our people 
generally seem to be greatly enthused 
with the prospects of this proposition. 
Our district conventions have made nice 
cash offerings and subscribed liberally in 
pledges. We expect to continue our ef- 
forts in these conventions to raise fund- 
for the above mentioned purpose.

We love you and 
want to help you, and we ask at the same 
time that you share with us your love 
and efforts to help us push back our 
enemies of the cross of Christ, and make 
ourselves more permanently and com- 
fortably situated in the great state of 
West Virginia. 

MISSIONS 


We wish aiso to call your attention to 
the fact that the ministers went on rec- 
ord at ministers’ meeting in unanimous 
protest against the appointment for pas- 
toral work for another year ministers 
who have refused or do not raise their 
quota for missions as outlined by the 
General Assembly. Please remember that 
an amount equal to five per cent of the 
tithes paid into the treasury of the local 
church is to be raised in offerings from 
your local church and divided equally 
between E. J. Boehmer, General Secretary, 
Cleveland, Tenn., to be used as foreign 
mission support, and the other 50 per 
cent to be sent to A. T. Little, Salem, 
West Virginia, State Treasurer. In the 
event no tithes are paid by the local 
church, then an offering is to be taken 
monthly and divided as above. 

TENTS 

We plan to purchase not less than four 
tents for district work this year. We al- 
so plan to purchase a tent for each dis- 
trict as early as possible. We have 
been greatly hindered from the lack of 
such equipment, therefore, we urge com- 
pliance with the rules and_ regulations 
concerning raising mission money, as at 
least part of it will be used to purchase 
these state and district tents.

EXT: “Now unto him that is able 

to do exceeding abundantly above all 
that we ask or think, according to the 
power that worketh in us,” Eph. 3:20. 

In the fourth chapter of Ephesians we 
find Paul writing concerning the walk 
of the believer. The first admonition is 
to walk worthy of the vocation where- 
with ye are called. I believe if we do, we 
will be just about perfect, as we are to 
say we are unprofitable servants even 
after we have done our best. 

The second verse says, “With all low- 
liness and meekness, with longsuffering, 
forbearing one another in love.” Church 
of God, I think we certainly need to 
practice being lowly, as there is too 
much headiness and high-mindedness to- 
day.

We heard of Dan McNally’s experience 
that after he was released from prison 
(where he had been converted) and be- 
ing desirous of Christian fellowship, he 
contacted a certain preacher who lived 
such a loose life that he almost stumbled 
to destruction. What a sad picture, but 
there are thousands to-day who are fail- 
ing to get converted because of a lack 
on our part to let God’s power actuate 
our every move. 


Brethren, I’m of the opinion that the 
best way to be a soul winner is to live 
conviction on others and if you do make 
a mistake that causes others to misun- 
derstand or doubt your experience, the 
only way in the world you can do the 
proper thing is to let God’s power work 
and it will not be long till you will make 
an explanation or restitution or both, if 
necessary, and by so doing, you will 
in time be able to win said friend for 
the kingdom of God. 

A boy who was saved in Chicago tes- 
tified after his conversion of what God 
had saved him from, and stated that he 
wanted to be as loyal in service to God 
as he had for the devil. He got a job in 
a lumber camp in Kentucky and began 
to live the life (and to be persecuted). 
More than once he had to turn the 
other cheek, more than once he had to 
stand the jeering of a band of ungodly 
men, but God was with him as much 
as with Daniel. Then something hap- 
pened. One of the worst men in the 
camp got news of his little girl dying 
in a city far away. He came to this 
young man for consolation and comfort. 
Little by little the broken-hearted father 
was won for Christ and a great revival 
broke out. Brother, can you not see the 
effects of the power of God that was 
working in this boy and the contrast be- 
tween this humble servant of God and 
the afore mentioned preacher who walked 
in the vanity of his mind? Let us re- 
member that Jesus is just the same to- 
day and will help us to live a consistent 
life that will cause people to have con- 
fidence in us, for we will not be able 
to be a blessing to any other than those 
who believe we are Christians in deed and 
not merely in profession. 

The 18th verse of Eph. 4 speaks of a 
certain people being “alienated from the 
life of God” (spiritually dead). It takes 
a miracle of regeneration to resurrect 
us, but thank God He is able, We speak 
from an experimental standpoint. There 
are two reasons given for this condition 
just referred to. First, the ignorance 
which is in them, and second, the blind- 


ness of their hearts. Paul is writing to 
Ephesus which was not far from Athens, 
the seat of culture and learning in art, 
science, and literature, (yet ignorant). 
It is sad but we have the same thing to- 
day. Men who have a capacity for use- 
fulness are wasting their lives (some are 
in pulpits) because they are trying to 
understand the things of the Infinite 
with the wisdom of this world. Many 
an unsaved man has tried and is still 
trying to understand God and His pian 
without the aid of the Spirit of God or 
the miracle of regeneration. My friend, 
this is impossible. The Word of God 
came not by the will of man but by the 
inspiration of God. 2 Tim. 3:16; 2 Peter 
is2}. 

And to you my unsaved friend, who 
desires to know God, you can not find 
Him unless you come to Him by faith, 
which means that you must take God at 
His Word. Has He not said, “If we 
confess our sins, he is faithful and just 
to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from ALL unrighteousness?” John 1:9. 

CONCLUSION 


In Eph. 4:19 we find, ‘Who being 
past feeling have given themselves over 
to lasciviousness, to work all uncleanness 
with greediness.”” Oh, to what depths sin 
will take people who turn their backs on 
God! Singing, praying, and preaching 
does not touch millions of hearts to-day. 
Friend, if you are unsaved or out of line 
with the will of God, you had better lis- 
ten to the warning of the Holy Ghost 
and your conscience or you will be in- 
cluded in the number who are branded 
“past feeling.” Thousands of people who 
once had a good experience with God are 
spiritual wrecks today because their con- 
science became defiled when they were 
too stubborn to admit their sins, and 
other shortcomings. On the other hand 
thousands of souls are crying in hell be- 
cause they have been too stubborn and 
proud to obey their better judgment and 
yield to God. 

It is commonly known that statistics 
show that 80 per cent of the Christians 
are “born again” before they reach the 
age of nineteen. Moody once made a test 
in one of his revivals where there were 
hundreds of Christians, by asking as 
many as were converted when they were 
more than sixty-five years old to stand 
and only three stood up. Do you not see 
how important it is for you to stop 
NOW while God is speaking to your 
heart and make peace with Him before 
you, too, cross the dead-line and get to

GOOD PROPHETIC SLOGAN: 


WATCH THE ARAB! 


Mrs. Jessie Sage Robertson in her “My 
Watch” for January-February, points 
out the significant facts that “ the Arab 
and the Moslem world is Israel’s modern 
Nemesis.” The slogan of the wide-awake 
prophecy student should be: WATCH 
THE ARAB. In the Arab of to-day we 
have the combined jealousies and hatreds 
of Ishmael and Esau. They have been 
squatting on Israel’s land during their 
dispersion, and are determined to have it 
for their own. 

She calls attention to two very policy- 
determining conferences held in Palestine. 
One called an “All Moslem Conference” 
held “in the Aksa Masque on Mount 
Moriah, in Jerusalem,” from Dec. 6 to 
Dec. 17th, 1931, when the Moslem 
world bound themselves, even at the 
“sacrifice of their lives,” to stand  to- 
gether against “foreign colonization in 
any form” in Palestine; and, “all present 
swore by the name of Allah to carry out 
the resolutions with all their strength.” 
And on Nov. 2, 1935, “the Arabs held a 
great mass meeting in Nablus... to call 
upon the Arabs to arm themselves against 
the Jews... To plant the hatred of Eng- 
land... in every Arab heart ... To pub- 
lish a proclamation addressed to Arabs and 
Moslems in all countries, calling them to 
co-operate with the Arabs of Palestine.” 
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“What of Isa. 63:1-6 in the light of 
all this? Is this the setting of an Arma- 
geddon of the future? Rev. 19:13, 15 
seems as though it might fit into this 
picture. At least here is food for “‘prayer- 
ful thinking.” 

The Arab and the Moslem world is 
not only anti-Semitic but is out and out 
Antichrist.—Prophecy.

NEW FORM OF GOVERNMENT 

Showing how the way is being pre- 
pared for the final Roman Empire, Dr. 
D. M. Panton mentions the following in- 
teresting facts: ““The Roman Emperor, at 
the end, it is foretold (Dan. 7:25), will 
think to change time. Thirteen years 
ago Signor Mussolini substituted 
the Fascist Calendar for the Christian, 
and dates his letters and conducts all his 
official business, on the new dating. All 
business letters in Italy must now end 
with the words ‘Long live the Duce.’ ‘In 
absolute, eerie stillness,’ says the Rome 
correspondent of a London journal, ‘we 
saw the Duce raise his arm in the Old 
Roman salute, stiff and silent, head well 
up, jaws set, eyes alight like live coals. 
The man’s very attitude magnetized the 
mass, influenced them to a depth none 
of them could gauge, made them feel 
that he, alone cf all the leaders they had 
ever known, had the subtle,  secretly- 
sprung power to make them follow 
wherever he willed. In the days of Im- 
perial Rome the populace found it no 
hard task to offer worship, something 
akin to divine worship, to the Caesars. 
And, very likely, this parallel is hardly 
ever absent from the Duce’s own 
mind.’ ” 

Another striking development was the 
Duce’s announcement in March of the 
abolition of the Chamber of Deputies in 
favor of a “Corporate legislature” in 
Italy. 

It is a legislature without politics of 
any sort, composed of delegates from the 
corporations, representing every walk of 
life, employers, workers, farmers, tech- 
nicians, professional men, and all under 
the direct authority of Mussolini, 

They are to legislate for Italy as ex- 
perts, to bring into being the dream of 
a state that is worked as expertly as is a 
great industrial company. 

Although Mussolini claims this is the 
first corporate state in the world, the 
guild system for industry, has been tried 
before, with no very promising results. 
It failed in the late Middle Ages as a pro- 
ducer of wealth, and it had a short and 
disastrous career in the United States un- 
der the N. R. A. It cannot compare with 
free competition in getting needed goods 
into the hands of the public; it is slow, 
cumbrous and inefficient. Il Duce seems 
convinced he can make it work and hav- 
ing all the reins in his own hands he may

Love is one of the greatest 
needs of the Church of God today for I 
fear we are falling far short on showing 
our love and appreciation for one an- 
other. There seems to be a great lacking 
and emptiness in the churches and pul- 
pits and I’m sure if we loved one an- 
other and loved the lost world as the 
Lord commanded us to, we would see our 
empty churches filled and see those who 
have been driven away and those who 
have lost the victory and fallen by the 
way coming back to the fold and we 
would see sinners coming this way and 
joining our rank. I’m sure there have 
been multitudes of hungry, honest- 
hearted people driven from our doors jusy 
simply because we failed to realize them 
as strangers when they came into our 
midst. I have known some of our 
Church of God people to visit other 
Church of God churches and no one ever 
speak to them. They were not even in- 
vited in the classes in Sunday School, 
were not even noticed or recognized 
whatever and this has happened more 
than once in the same church, A person 
who is easily offended would perhaps get 
offended and discouraged and give up, 
and especially sinners and _ unbelievers 
wouldn’t feel encouraged to go back to 
a place where no one even spoke to them 
or recognized them whatever or showed 
they were interested in them. 

Saints, don’t let us be selfish and turn 
a cold shoulder to one another and on the 
world. We cannot win people for Christ 
by doing this. Some have said to me, 
“You holiness folks, because you are all 
saved, it seems that you don’t care 
whether any one else is saved or not.” 
Let us love one another more and show 
more love to the lost world, and especial- 
ly to those who come into our midst. Let 
us show that we love them and want 
them to come to our churches and I’m 


sure we will see our churches filling up. 
I don’t believe there is any one in the 
world who doesn’t like to be loved and 
know somebody cares. The world is dy- 
ing for love. We are commanded to love 
one another and the Lord said His com- 
mandments are not grievous. Let us not 
fail along this line. If we haven’t got 
that brotherly love or divine love, let us 
fall on our knees and pray till God gives 
us more love so people can see and feel 
we do love them and are interested in 
them. 

Another thing we need is more broth- 
erly kindness. We find in 2 Peter 1:5-7, 
“Add to your faith****brotherly kind- 
ness; and to brotherly kindness charity.” 
There is nothing that goes any farther 
than kindness and charity. Children, even 
babies, and animals know the difference 
in kindness and unkindness. We all know 
the sting, the hurt from unkindness, from 
harshness. I’m sure a lot of us fail to deal 
as kindly with one another as we should 
sometimes. I remember sometime ago a 
peddler came to the door and I talked 
rather unkind to him but deep down in 
my heart I didn’t mean to. I remember 
the hurt expression on his face when he 
left the door, but I had to ask God to 
forgive me and not let me talk to peo- 
ple in such an unkind way, and_ it 
seemed the Lord made it possible for me 
to see that man again. When I did, I 
didn’t fail to apologize for speaking to 
him as I did, and when I did a different 
expression came over his face to the one 
I saw when he left my door the first 
time. 


I recall another time some friends and 
I had started across town to a cottage 
prayer meeting and a special friend of 
mine was in the crowd. I wanted us two 
to lag just a little behind the rest or be 
a little ahead of them so we could be to- 
gether. An old man happened to be in 
the crowd, who had been a lifelong friend 
to my friend’s family and as he wasn’t 
so well acquainted with the rest of us 
he wanted to go along with this friend 
and me but I didn’t want him along. I 
didn’t say anything, but sometimes we 
can act unkind as well as speak unkind. 
I kept pulling my friend along and she 
kept pulling back so we went on this 
way to meeting. When we started home 
it was the same way. This poor old man 
was all crippled up and couldn’t walk 
like the rest of us. On crossing a street 
it must have been the Lord that let me 
look back, and when I did, what I saw 
caused me to stop dead still in the center 
of the street. That poor old, twisted, 
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crippled man was trying so hard to catch 
up with us. I have never forgotten how 
pitiful he looked trying to walk fast 
enough to keep up with us with those 
poor twisted feet and how he held those 
twisted hands. I shall never forget the 
conviction that seized my heart right 
there and the loneliness and sympathy 
that came into my heart for that poor 
old man, a child of God; and he was a 
much welcomed guest in our crowd the 
rest of the way home on my part and it 
was no trouble for me to walk slowly 
either. I went on home and I could not 
get away from the picture of that pa- 
thetic figure that had been so indelibly 
stamped in my mind and the way I had 
treated him, and the next day how I 
wept and prayed for that poor man. 

I’m sure we don’t mean to mistreat 
any ome or be unkind but we get care- 
less sometimes and fail to do these little 
things that we think are not of such im- 
portance, when we don’t know how 
much good we may do by doing kind 
deeds and speaking kind words, so let us 
do all we can to encourage one another 
and show them we love them. We never 
know how we may lighten some heavy 
load by doing the little things, or how 
we may encourage some discouraged soul 
who is almost to the giving-up point 
when maybe just a few words of encour- 
agement would cause them to take new 
courage and press the battle on. Let us 
be friendly and do all we can to help 
some one. We read in the Bible that if 
we have friends we must show ourselves 
friendly. 

I remember staying in a home 
where there was a saintly mother, 
among the sweetest women I ever knew. 
We worked together, talked together, 
cried and prayed together, So many times 
when we would be in the kitchen to- 
gether she would come to me, put her 
arms around me and say, “I just love 
you. I just love you.” She had _ the 
sweetest, sunny disposition. It seemed 
she just loved everybody and always had 
a kind word, a sweet encouraging word 
for every one. She didn’t wait until af- 
ter they were gone to express her love 
for them. Oh, there are so many who 
are lonely, who are sad, who feel that no- 
body loves them, nobody cares. Can't 
we strow our flowers while people are 
living? Can’t we show them we do love 
them, that we do care? Oh, if we could 
only see the aching hearts, the hungry 
hearts, the longing souls, and hear the 
pitiful cries and lend a helping hand, to 
lift some heavy burden, to ease some 
aching. heart, to cheer the sad, the lone- 
ly! It might not mean doing some great 
big something. It might be just a few 
words, just a kind deed, or it might be 
just a smile.

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Dear Evangel readers, greetings in Je- 
sus’ name. On the 21st day of October, 
1935, I returned to the Bahamas after 
spending about five months in the States. 
I can truly say that God has been with 
me and blessed my efforts in His service. 
During this time I preached in two of 
the churches in Nassau. After these hur- 
ricanes I went to Bluff, Eleuthera, where 
Brother and Sister Baker have labored for 
quite a while. I preached there four 
nights and organized a Church of God. 
Several persons there have been con- 
verted, sanctified, and baptized with the 
Holy Ghost since the church was organ- 
ized under the efficient ministry of our 
state overseer and Sister Baker. This is 
probably our nearest out-island church. 
It is about forty miles from Nassau. Both 
of my visits to this place were made be- 
tween 11:15 p. m. Saturday and 7:00 a. 
m. Sunday; up and awake almost ali 
night, no beds aboard and not much 
more than standing room. 

After organizing the church at Bluff, 
Eleuthera, I went to Rock Sound, Green 
Castle, Bannerman Town, and Tarpum 
Bay. I spent six weeks at these places. The 
work at Green Castle and Tarpum Bay 
had gone down but now both churches 
are being revived. We have finished the 
church building at Green Castle except 
the door and windows. We are using it 
and trusting God to supply the money 
for the windows and door. We plan to 
buy a house at Tarpum Bay and convert 
same into a church building soon. Broth- 
er Nehemiah Finlay and others are do- 
ing great work at these places. The 
church at. Rock Sound has been 
strengthened and the good brethren are 
at work on a new and larger church 
building. The church at Bannerman 
Town is moving to the front. The saints 
are encouraged and we hope to shingie 
the church building there soon if the 
Lord wills. 


While on this visit I travelled by boat, 
horseback, truck, and afoot, and besides 
these means of travel, I rode about seven 
miles in an automobile with an Episcopal 
priest, Mr. Knowles, who was very kind. 
At Christmas I was at Bannerman Town, 
a very small place, somewhat quiet and 
still, but God and some of His people are 
there. At Rock Sound we had a wonder- 
ful and inspiring watch-night _ service. 
Oh, God was with us there. At these 
places the people are kind and courteous. 
At Rock Sound Captain and Mrs. Wat- 
kins, Mr. Arthur, and Mrs. Freda 
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Kemp were very hospitable and courte- 
ous to me, and, of course, our good 
church workers tried to make me com- 
fortable, and labored with me _ very 
faithfully. 

Friday, January 3rd, I left Eleuthera 
and came to Nassau, and after being here 
a week, visiting two churches, I went to 
the Bluff for four days, then to Harbour 
Island. I am glad to report that on this 
visit to Harbour Island, the Lord gave us 
a great and wonderful revival. I was there 
thirteen days. Six or seven were con- 
verted, several sanctified and baptized 
with the Holy Ghost and eight joined 
the Church. Oh, those meetings were 
glorious and much good otherwise was 
done. The people at Harbour Island are 
friendly and courteous, and the Church 
of God has a bright prospect there. I ap- 
preciate the faithfulness of Brother Per- 
cientie, Sister Baker, Brother Hall, Broth- 
er Sands, Brother Nehemiah Finlay, Sis- 
ter Albena Curtis, Brother Mackey, and 
all my other associates in the ministry at 
Eleuthera. Brother Franks, the overseer, 
and I work together well. It has been said 
that he and I love one another. 

My last out-island work included a 
rough voyage from Nassau to Andros. 
I lay flat on my back almost all the way 
from Nassau to Nichols Town and re- 
fused breakfast to avoid seasickness. Con- 
sequently, I was weak when I arrived at 


. Mastic Point but the next day I was all 


right and the Lord gave us edifying, in- 
teresting and inspiring services. We dedi- 
cated a new church building. It was a 
glorious service, The saints at Andros are 
humble and yet faithful and are encour- 
aged to move forward. They tried to 
make me comfortable and worked with 
me faithfully. I returned to Nassau on 
the same boat on which I came. The 
ocean was still rough so again I lay for 
about six hours and refused lunch to 
avoid seasickness.

broad, friendly smile? I read once of a 
whole family being won by a smile. It 
started this way, a preacher passing by a 
house smiled at a baby face pressed 
against a window pane. As time went by 
more children began to peek thru the 
window. The preacher kept smiling as he 
passed by. Finally the mother appeared at 
the window and she saw that the man 
carried a Bible under his arm. She knew 
he must be a preacher. In a little while he 
stopped and invited them to church and 
they went. The whole family was saved, 
won by a smile. If we can’t give the 
world anything but a smile, let’s give it. 
Who knows but what a smile from us 
might win a soul or a whole family to 
Christ? Let’s give roses and not thorns, 
smiles and not frowns. Let’s give them 
while the people are living, don’t wait till 
they are dead, I recall a beautiful verse 
just now that I read once:

It is generally agreed that the 
nationalization of the banks a few weeks 
ago was done to save them from finan- 
cial collapse, and it is at least extremely 
probable that similar motives exist in 
the case of industries which have been 
keeping the African war machine going 
with no pay but government promises.
